REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Method claims 1 and 6 define a method of operating a DRAM device by reordering a row 
address into a reordered row address for accessing rows of memory cells, which features are 
not taught by the prior art. Furthermore method claim 7 define a method of operating a DRAM 
device by transferring data from a row of memory cells to another row of memory cells when 
switching from a full density mode to a half density mode, which features are also not taught by 
the prior art.
